The liquor problem takes on inoreasing importance as aoe becomes 
acquainted with the town, The acceptance of liquor as a necessary evil 


by many church people does not solve the problem. Compromise always 


results in spiritual indifference.

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It was Monday = the day when ministers theoretically rest from 
the labor of the previous day. But on this Monday, August 5, 1946 
there was no rest for the missionary in Skagway, Alaska, Before the 
day was well begun doorbell and telephone began to nines The main 
question was "pS you have any tickets for the Lake Bennet pionic§" 

The next day was the big amnual Sunday School picnic of the Skagway 
Presbyterian Church. The forty=nile train ride up through famous 
White Pass was to be the big event of the daye Many people had not been 
out of Skagway during the years of the war. Here was a chance for a 
real outing. Everyone wanted to go. Arraggements had been made for 
a train of five coaches but by Mondey afternoon a sixth coach had to 
be added. Ticket sales accounted for every seat before nightfall. 

_ The train was to leave Tuesday morning at 8:15. hhh ed / bk ohh s/ 

Hurrying groups with picnic baskets, Aree pails, blankets, 
and babies poured into the White Pass and Yukon train. Forty-eight 
children from Haines 4ouse filled one coach to eepacity. These 
children had risen early for they had to make a fifteen-mile beat trip 
on the Princeton Hall before they even saw the train, And how delighted 
they were, for many of them had never before seen such a wonderful 
sight. 

Another coach was filled with children from the Pius x Mission, tut 
Roman Catholic children's LUTpO « fhe rest of the cars fille& to over= 
flowing with the Sunday Sonoo! araraven of Skagway with their parents 
and friends. Counting even the two babies in a play pen at one end 


of a coach there were 287 passengers.

Finally, it was ‘all aboard' for a fine day at Leke Bennett, "Up 
and up™ the twisting nerrow=guago track we went... How mich easier it 
was than in '98 when gold seekers struggled over White Pass on their 
way to the Yukon} Far below us we saw occasional bits of that trail, 
now choked with brush and fallen rocks, 

Steadily we climbed for an hour and a half, each horse=shoe twist 


bringing us closer to the Pass where the winter snowfall averages forty 
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feet. Once through the Pass we were in Yukon territory,” Canada, and 
coasting down for another hour to beautiful Lake Bennett. 

All around the south end of the lake campfires began to appear. 
Here was a family group, there a few neighboring families, and again 
the larger mission groups. How good those weiner s and marshmallows 
tasted after the ride through the pure mountain air and the short hike 
from train to picnic grounds. An incredible amount of food disappeared 
in a short time, but a few sandwiches and cookies remained for the 
homeward tripe | 

Then it was exploration time. Two hardy young people tried out 
the lake for swimming but it was not swimming weather. Others investi- 
gated the partially completed Presbyterian Church overlooking the Lake. 
Only a few services were held in the church back in '!99 beoeuse the 
expected population never came to Bennett. Nevertheless the church 
was there-- ready to serve the spiritual needs of the gold hunters. 

With lunch well settled it was time for games. The smaller 
children enjoyed the races but the older boys went for the high jurxp 
and the old) girls for the broad jump. Competition was keen between the 
native and white children with both winning prizes. When everyone has 


a good time racial differences are forgotten, The softball game was

between mission boys and Skagway boys. It was a good clean game with 
the town boys leading slightly at the end. 

With shrill blasts on the mudetlohedeineen called the crowd back 
to the train, Tired, happy picniers were Skagway bound. rade of the 
little tots went peacefally to sleep. Most of the passengers wanted 
to see everything possible of the gorges below and the peaks aboves 
The perfect day ended with rain in Skagway as we arrived somewhat 
late for supper. Haines House children straggled to the Princeton 
Hall and a late bedtime while the rest soattered to their homes. 

A weary missionary family wanes glad to arrive in ‘iit confortable 
home. “We're happy that it's over but wasn't it ea splendid trip.® 
Everyone had a good time and no one was hurt. How thankful we are to

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NARRATIVE REPORT 


By the end of August we feel that we are acquainted and that the 
work is showing slow signs of memement toward an active fall and winter 
progrem. The people continue to be very friendly and we have received 
mumerous gifts of vegetables and flowers. Soe of our non-Christian 


neighbors are now among our friends and we hope to bring them into the 
Church eventually. 


The church renovation is virtually completed. New Venetien blinds 
have been ordered. A painting "The Good Shepherd" has been ordered for 
the chancel. This will be a memorial gift tog the church. The people 
are very pleased with their sanctuary and visiting tourists invariably 
exclaim over it. We have two more Sunday tourist boats then the season 
is almost over. By distributing our calendars at the geangplank we have 
attracted a # number of tourists including a few ministers. They always 
enjoy the fellowship in the manse after the evening service during which 
IT usually show slides of Alaske. I now have a number of good slides of _ 
Skagway which might be useful in promotional work. 
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I enclose a copy of our monthly news sheet. Over a hundred copies are 
to be distributed about the middle of each month. There is no other 
news service of any kind in Skagwey. We hope to make this a young 
people's project and expand it. 


Plans are complete for a Rally Day program in the Sunday School. 
The School is showing some signs of progress with attendance on the 
increase. Teachers seem to be taking an interest in the monthly 
meeting which I hepe can become a teacher training class. If so I 
plan to use Dr. Richardson's "The Teaching Evangelist". 


The sanitortium services continue to be wall attended each week. 
Several patients are interested in receiving Sunday School by mail 
meterials. I have written to Philadelphia regarding this. I may 
ask my former Sunday School in Illinois to underwrite the cost of

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The month of September has been very busy but also very enjoyable. School 
has begun and we have become acquainted with an umisually fine group of 
teachers. One of them, Miss Helen Wallace, has had experience as church organ- 
ist and is now our organist. One of the high-school teachers is now a temporary 
Sunday School teacher and his family attends all services. ‘The youngest child 
of the new superintendent was baptized on World-Wide Commnion Sunday. 


The York Bee held Sept. 20 was more successful than some had given us 
reason to hope. About fifteen people worked either part of or all day. One 
large Sunday School room was completely redecorated and both church and hall 
were cleaned. Since then another Sunday School room has been decorated with 
volunteer help. 


Almost a hundred people attended our Rally Day program. Each class 
presented examples of it's studies. There are approximately eighty children 
available for Protestant work in Skagway. This is our ultimate goal for 
#Sunday School attendance. Our immediate goal is sixty which will be reached 
soon. Two new classes for Young people and for Adults were started last _ 
Sunday. The teachers have decided to take training work at their monthly 
meetings. This will start in November or December. 


The Youth Choir has had moderate success and has increased attendance 
at the morning services. Evening attendance continues to be rather low. 
We are at present negotiating with a taxi company regarding a special trip 
to the sanatorium before and after our services. The workers and nurses 
have no way to get in at present. A number of them attend my Wednesday 
evening service for the patients. 


September saw my firat Alaskan funeral after a tragie plane crash and 
fire on the tide beach. I have also had my first native wedding which 
was also the first wedding in our home. The manse is well arranged for 
such services. 


The Maritime strikes have kept freight boats out of Skagway for many 
weeks. Supplies are getting low but there is no suffering as yet. <A boat 
is reported on the way due to arrive this weekend. More northerly ports 
which have no winter harbors are in more serious condition. 


The Women's Church Auxiliary has been very successful with sales of 
their new souvenif cook-book. We hope to have mission studies in this 
group in the future but at present there is some resistance to the idea. 
It seems that mission support does not always make ppople interested in 
missions.

NARRATIVE REPORT 


Most of the items usually included in the narrative report will be 
found in one or more of the various enclosures this month. 


Severe weather has made our work rather difficult in recent weeks and 
Christmas preparations have been hindered. However it is raining again now 
so all we have to fear is a fall on the icy streets. The fireplace has been 
a real aid during the cold spell as oil was very low in town until a tanker 
finally came through yesterday. 


Food has been getting shorter but a boat is due here about Christmas. 
Our former parishioners in Illinois have kept us we!l supplied by parcel 
post which comes in every ten days on the Canadian boat. Two or three 
packages of food arrive on every beat. Packages of Christmas presents have 
been arriving regulerly also. The church in Monongahela sent a large package 
for each of use 


One of the patients at the Sanatorium became a member of our church last 
spring. Recently I received five dollars from her for the Restoration Fund 
which she had read about in Today.
